XHK HOOE CASE AND THE NORTH 
CAROLINA ELECTION. 

That the good people of ihe old Nortli 
Slate may have the earliest information of 
the imposition which has been practised 
upon them by those who, luking advantage 
of the unguarded expressions of n District 
Attorney, (himself a slaveholder,) have mis- 
represented the feeling and opinions of the 
President upon the subject of tl»e Hooe 
case, wc have obtained a copy of the fol- 
lowing letter, with permission to lay it bt> 
fore them. It w5S addressed to a citizen 
of their own Slate same dijys since, but may 
Dot , perhaps, be immediulciy pul>lislnd — 
'I'he letter of the President hold.? the light 
of truth to one of the base invcntiun.s by 
which tile most desperate and nnscriipulous 
faction that ever made war upon freedom 
in any country, expect to establish their 
profligate rule over this great Republic, and 
demolishes utterly tlie scarecrow which 
that faction liad concocted to operate upon 
the particniir (jnarters of our cottntry rno.si 
iiiterestt'd in this question of slavery. 

'J'lio Federal pirly have delerminod to 
act up to their old characler at the election. 
Tin^y solemnly resolved at the H uri.djurg 
C'onvention lliat their princ pies winild not 
‘•avail” them in the contest, and tliat, llimv- 
f»re, a declaration ofliunn was ine.xpedienl. 
But the Sivami o' “lies and euhinin cs.’* 
whie.h have, since that convention, dark' n- 
cd every section of the country, like ih- 
locusts of Egypt, indicate loo clearly the 
chaiacterot the weapons which they then, 
formally, though se telly, di;lermim d to 
substitute. 'Fhc moment one is pul down, 
they, without hesitation or remorse, snppis 
its place with another — not at all abashed b> 
thu d<.^teciion, but consoling ihcmselves with 
ihe greater or les.S eflecl which tfie calum- 
ny may have produced, be. ore it wa.s ex 
pioded.; (lefhaps, at tiiiu s, in securing (o 
them iov.ai power, but always in conliniLiig 
and sustaining tlic fundamental a.xiom of 
tlitir jiolitical creed, “ih.it the p ople* nny 
bfj gulled and cheated, and are inr ipibl*' 
of self goverinnenl.” In Virginia tin y car- 
ried the Stale election by ihe “standing 
army” story, of which that adroit m.magor, 
Tiiadkus Stevens, is reported to have said 
to a member of Congress in this city, that 
‘•thiit luiinbug might do for Virginia, hui 
would be useless in Pennsylvania.” For 
the latter Slate the “Ogle” mixture w.is 
prescribed, the compounder of which wa« 
chosen from the old Keystone, because it 
was expected to work well upon the “dumb 
Dutch,” as the Federalists ca.l them. 'I’ho 
more reputable portion of the Whig mem 
bers, wiiile Ogle was preparing it in the 
House, turned up their noses at liirn, and 
raist‘d their hands with well atlected aston- 
ishment and disgust; hut no one doubts 
now tliut ailiiough they allowed liiin to do 
the dirty work, they intended to make great 
use of it wlien it was done. 

'Phat such electioneering materials sliould 
be pressed into the service of any party, 
especially among a free and enlightened 
coustfiucncy like the people of tliese Slates, 
must be a melancholy reflection to all honest 
uud virtuous men.

Sir: I have received your letter, asking me, 
for yourHcli, and in behalf of the citizens ol 
Martin county. North Carolina, to give you a 
etalcinent of the case of Lieutenant llooe of the 
navy, with my views up>n the subject; a request 
with wliich 1 do not hesitate to comply. 

It appears from the otficiai report of the case 
made by the Secretary of the Navy to Congress, 
that Lieutenant llooe was tried by a court mar- 
tial upon severil charges, p»>rUoiis of which 
were for causing several persons to be flogged on 
board of the United Slates siiip Vandalia, in di?- 
rciar-l of the internal regulations of said ship, 
n«id i.n direct vioUlion ol the act for the better 
government of the navy; that he was acquiilcd 
upon ;• portion of the charges, and convicted up 
the residne; Ihul m the course of his trial two 
colored seamen belonging to the crew o* tlie ves* 
5 cl on board of which he was serving, were olFcr- 
ed as witnesses to sub-luutiato a poftion of the 
charges; that they were objected to by Lieut* n- 
Sint tlfloc, but admitted by the court, a majoritj 
of wUi' h was composed of »Soulhjfn otficerH; 
that the proceedings of lliec«>url martial wi r«' 
referred by the Secretary of the Navy, in the 
at»sonecof the Attorney General, to Uie Allor 
ncy fur this District, a nalivoof a slavchoidin;^ 
Slate, an i subsequently l<» the Attorney Gciier 
al himself, for their opinion in regard lolliOob 
jociion. which hud been made on the Inal us to 
the competency of the colored wilncsses; lliut 
IbcHO gentlemen united in Ih o;>inum that inas- 
much us the tc.'*timony given by timse witnesses 
was n- t mater'ul to the question of the guilt or

tenant llooe, I declined to interfere with the de- 
cision. 

'I’he simple question presented by these pro- 
ceedings, was whether the admission of illegal 
evidence (assuming it to be so) to substantiate 
parts only of the charges, ought to be allowed 
to invalidate the finding of the court in regard 
to those charges which were establislied to the 
satisfation of the court by other and unquestion- 
ed evidence; in other words, whether Lieuten- 
ant Hooe ought to be sutFcred to avoid the con- 
sequences of a conviction upon proof adiiiiitod 
to be legal, and deemed to be suflicient. because 
the public prosecutor attempted to sustain other 
charges against him by proof which the accused 
claimed to be illegal. The court martial thought 
not — the law officers of the Government thought 
not— the Secretary of the Navy thought not — 
and 1 sustained their united opinion. No prin- 
ciple is better established in courts of law than 
that a new trial will never bo giuntcd on the 
gr.'und of the introduction of iilcg.d testimony, 
w hen tlic verdict complained of is fully sustained 
by proof to vvhich there was no objection; the 
cuuimon sense and justice of which rule will be 
at once obvious to every ingenious mind. 

This di.sposes of the case of Lieut, llooe, as 
far as it was passed upon either by the Navy De- 
purtment or myself. Hut it does not, as you 
will perceive, touch the question as to tlie legal- 
ity of permitting free blacks to testify agaiii>t 
white persons in naval courts inar'ial. It is ob- 
viously not ^o much the individual case, as the 
general pr ncipic, w Inch has c.vcitcd your atten- 
tion, and it is therefore due to you to give you a 
wider view of the subject. By your olatt* laws, 
blacks arc prohibited from testifying against 
white men. You very naturally, as well from 
that consideration as from your own feelings, 



first question is, whether the law, as it now 
stands, authorizes their admission; and it it docs, 
tlie n .\t is, whether the law ought to be, and 
tmw it can be changed. 'I here is no act of Con- 
gress which prohibits the admission of colored 
pers ns as witnesses in courts u.arli.iJ. It is be- 
licv«d ihi.t tliC practice of permitting them to 
testify, has been uniform, and 1 have not found 
that iht! question has ever before been brought 
up for decision. Indeed, 1 did not perceive that, 
exc ept by the accused, the illegality of their ad- 
mission is even now objected to in any quarter. 
The officers constituting the court, a large ma 
jority of whom were tioulhern gentlemen, of 
hig' Iy respectable stumiiitg, cognizant of all 
their rights, and, in nosensc, liable to the impu- 
tation of iicin.: indispose I to susium hem, did 
not, it appears, hesitate us to the ligjiiiy of ihe 
testimony. Ihe District Alt<»rney, Mr K'.y, 
declaret the witnes-es to have been compe<eni 
as tile law now stands, 'i'he .liidiciury Commit- 
le< --uoinposi d of professional gentle.i.cn, at 
least u majority of whom could not be suspected 
of a dispo.siiion to screen Ihe Deparlmcul or the 
Lxerulive from rc.«»ponsibility , il they had saiic- 
tioned an illegal act are&ilenl upon the subject.

til*- courts of the United •^lates, in ci-es wlicro 
they a(iply.“ riic conscque.icc o’ this provisnrn 
in respo ;tto this parlicuiar<|neslion i.^, that when 
the Federal Souris sit in a 8 tale where, by its 
own Ifiws, colored persons are prohibited from 
testifying against w hite persons, they are cxclud 
ed in those courts; and when the State law* ud 
mit them in the State courts, they are admitted 
in the Federal conrt.s also. Such has been llie 
unii* rm practice under the act, and all excite- 
ment upon the subject h.is been by that means 
avoided. But Ud.s applies only to the judicial 
tribunals of the counliy. The law of courts 
in.i»lial lias not been framed with so much care. ' 
Their proceedings have been r.xclusively regula- 
ted by acts of I’ongross without reference to 
State laws or State u^^ages. Tlioso acts have 
never prohibited the introduction of colored per- 
sons as witne-ses; and hence their frequent ad- 
mission in that capacity, particularly in naval 
courts martial, some »*f them almost invnriabl\ 
forming a p«»rtion of every ship’s crew If it bo 
wrong to admit them, the fault isinthc law, and 
the remedy is to be found only in its alteration. 
It is surely not necessary that I sli nid say to 
you, sir, that this cannot ho accomplished by me. 
Were I eHlicr to disregard thelawas itftands, 
when a case for doing so was presented, or to at- 
tempt to change its operation, there would in- 
deed be cause for complaint and denunc ation.— 
But w'hfUt I have not the constitutional power to 
alter the law, I have no hesitation in saying 
that 1 have not been able to d scover a sufficient 
reason why the rule w hich prevails with tho con- 
sent and approbation ofull in the judicial, .should 
not bo extended to lli»* military tribmml.s of the 
country. I’lic legislation of Congress necessary 
to occomplisli that object ^vould be very simple, 
itbei"g only necessary to provide that llicrulc«, 
regard to the admission of witnesses in this 
particular, should be the same in both classes of 
courts. Some special enactment m regard to 
courts martial held at sc i, and out of the juris- 
diction of any State, might be necessary, but 
could easily be adjusted. 

It i< thus seen tli.it fforts designed to be u.sc- 
ful in the maUer should be directed to Congress, 
and not the Executive.

liiE AIexican Revolt,^— Ky the arrival 
of Ihe fine schooner Doiic, from Tampico, 
we liave received later advice.s from Me.xi- 
co. Our dates now come down to the 27th 
July. We give below translations of the 
letter of President Hustamente, and the pro- 
clamation of Gen. V'^alencia, showing that 
there was continual fighting in the city of 
Me.xico to the latest dates. 

Our readers should bear in mind that the 
pajters from which we extract are all Cen- 
tral journals, mostly established by the 
usurjiers in otlice. No communication has 
yet reached us fr«)in the Republican or Ted- 
eral party, though the Central papers men 
tion the documents that are issued by the 
revolutionisl-s. 

I he Alexican Government Diario of the 
25th July.ofKcially announces that the pro- 
clamation of the federal leader, Farias, 
issued the day previous, is not true in it> 
statement that the Central troojis are not 
willing to tight for the government. Farias 
states, that •‘they merely intended to main- 
tain their position in line, and are averse 
and cannot he forced to storm the advocates 
of the Constitution of ’24 ” This the gov- 
ernment paper denies, and avers that the 
regular troops are not only brave, but are 
ready for the conflict. 

According to the Central prints every

III troops lor the rescue of tho capital from 
the hands of the insurgents. 

Peiihla sent a dctatchment— another had 
arrived from 1 ahuca — all the troops at Mi- 
cheacan were proceeding with forced mar- 
ches; Gaiidalope Victoria was proceeding 
with all his disposable force from Vera 
Cruz Colonel Cortazen with 400 infantry 
and 200 horse, was pressing on from I.,eon; 
and banta Ana was using all his influence 
and mcHiis to enlist two rcgiiiients netir 
Peiibla, and was to push for the capital as 
soon as he could cmitody his men. 

\Ve gather from all then counts wc have 
had, that the utmost enlhu-iasm prevails 
am ng the p-itriotic insurgents who nrc 
within Ihe walls of .Mexico. (Joe of the 
papers states that they use the pa[airs in ihc 
deposile archives to make cartridges, and 
then fire thctii at the usurpers themselves. 

I he civic mil'lia appear to side with them 
almost iiinniniously And s ch are the 
fears i,f liiislameule and his brr.ther usur- 
pers, that Se ret orders have already been 
issued to eomm.iiidant.s of dctaelimlints co- 
ming in from Ihe couiitrv, in case they 
sliould lie attacked liy a force out of the 
city, to fill hack upon certain points desig- 
imled to them. 

The Governor of the I 'cparlnient of .Mex- 
ico, on the 20th July, issued a notice to all 
persons coming to llie city with provisions, 
iHfc. that while llie Federalists held posses- 
sion of the strong places, they need not pay ' 
the accu-toioed duties. 

The government Bulletin of the 21.st 
July has ihe following i.ost-cript : — .-Vfler 
our outer toroi w.-is iimde up. wo learned 
from an iimlou!)led.i sour o llial the insur- 
gents have demioded the fiiroitiire and tho 
gold and silver plate tdThe I loly Cullirdral. 
with a threat that they would take it by 
force, unless their demand was civilly com- 
plied with in two hours. 

Gen ,'Vlmorle writes In Tampico under 
the Mexican date July 18ih, that the Presi- 
dent had certain notice, that Urrea had fled 
in the direction of Peiihia, but other ac- 
counts render this improhahlo. 

The British packet Sea Gull left Tampico 
on the 25th for London, with" 53,057 in 
specie, and on the 27lh, the sloop of war 
Rover left for Jamaica willt S5 l 6,000 in 
silver. 

'I'he following loiter from President Bus- 
tamente to Geii. Arista, the Tanpico editor 
siyshehas been permitted by the latter 
gentleman to lay before his renders: 

Mexico, 25th July, 1810. 
‘‘My much esteemed gtxlson and dear 
friend — The greater put of the iiifaiiiiy 
which garrisoned this city jirevious to the 
15lh instant, with a dercii tion of duty 
entirely lUilooked for, on the morning of 
that day made themselves masters oi the 
Palace and of my person; tho conspirators 
were led on by Don Jose Urrea and Don 
Valentia Gomez Farias. Having escaped 
the immediate danger of my life, which 
was threatened through the attack of the 
insolent persons who, as pretended commis 
.sioners, demanded of me to snrrend -r, I 
drew my sword in defence, and notified 
them I was resolved to die rather than sulTer 
such an outrage on my person. 

'I'he comiiiissioners then ordered the 
troops to fire on me, but the troops would 
not obey ; neither did tlie fucliou.« Briones, 
who commanded them, dare to use his sword 
— I have pre.-seived mine, Ihe same as I 
have my honor, without hlcinish, up to this 
time. Jn the night of the same day, while 
1 was yet in the palace, and hostilities ra- 
ging in the centre of the capital, the Icader.-i 
of the revolt became alarmed — ‘.ho horror.' 
of the scene, and tho inevitable destruction 
of properly, iwilh their altempls on my life) 
they feared would raise the citizens against 
them. 

The. then sent commissioners in'o Ihe 
siloon where 1 was confined, and proposed 
to me to second their plans, or in other 
words, that 1 would sanction what they had 
ilone. All whi h I resis'i d as I ought, pro- 
testing to them lhal 1 would srsmerdie than 
prove a traitor to my oath and duty; and 
lhal I renounced liberty if it could not lie 
olilaincd without surrendering the dignity 
of Ihe post I held and my previous reputa- 
l-oii — ollcring them solely, that I would 
strive to h-sscii the flow of blood and the 
other evils of war

\ arious were the promises which thev 
made me, if 1 would agree to their proposals, 
hut I was firm in my (losition, and the reso 
liition I had formed to perish sooner than 
prove a traitor to my duty. I resisted al- 
ways with the firmness and energy becom- 
ing a chief magistrate and a soldier who 
does not fear death. Notwilhslaiiding all 
this they permitted me to retire from this 
place, with an escort which I selected from 
the 1st regiment of cavalry, who had not 
taken part in the revolution — offering the 
conspirators only, as I have said before, to 
endeavor to stop the flow of blood and lessen 
the other evils of war. 

Commissioners were appointed on the 
partof the insurgents to elfect that object; 
but their propositions were not admissible 
on our part, and unfortunately hostilities 
have continued up to the inom'ent to which 
1 write, the cnetny having suffered losses 
enormously greater than ours. Many build- 
ings have been destroyed — but what is 
much more to he regretted, many pacific 
citizens have lost their live.s. 

As ever since the day of my release I 
have been consuinlly employed in military 
service, I hive had no time to communicate 
to you these scandalous transactions; hut 
to day, profiling by a nioinenl’s release, 1 
have Ihe pleasure of notifying you of the 
late events, and assuring you of my esteem

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The Insurrection in Syria The follow- 

ng account of the insurrcclion in Syria, and 
the circumstances which have arisim «,ut of 
It, appears in a reZeut number of tho Jour- 
nal des Debats. 

.Vfter the revolt of the Druses of Ilauran 
two years ago, and after the loss of an army 
of 15,000 men, Ibrahim Pacha, not heinu 
able to subdue the insurgents, cunningly 
sought to accomplish his object by turning 
the Christians (who had been dis.irmed 
after the Egyptian possession) agaiii-t them, 
IS mountaini.ers hahilu ited to guerill.i war- 
rue. ^ ou know the issue — tlie pardons 
granted to the rebels, and Ihe honors which 
were obtained by Chehley el Bereau, the 
promoter and leader of Ihe revolt. 

In recompense of the impuriant service 
then tendered to the P.icha hv the Chris- 
liaiis, Mehonict Alt issued a linn in. grant- 
ing them 24,000 muskets, and promised 
that the impositions upon them sliould not 
be heavier than those taken hy the .Sultan. 
The arms were for thoni, for iheii children, 
and their children’s children, according to 
the expressions employed. Meanwhile llic- 
public w orks and imposts weighed down the 
inhabitants of Lebanon more and more-. 
The oiilskirl towns became d lily crowded 
with beggars from Ihc mountains. Some 
Euioixjan usurers took advantage of their 
wants, and deprived them even of the bread 
destined for tlieir progeny. They lent to 
the unhappy peasants certain sums, on eon 
dition of the delivery of Itie coming harvest 
of cotton, corn, giving them no more 
than half the real value, and making them 
pay interest at the rate of from 40 to 55 
per cent . 

The harvest arrived; the debtor was un- 
able to pay the quantity stipulated; the 
quantity deficient was valued according to 
the price of the day, and their creditors’eom- 
pelled them to sign new contracts on the 
same footing for the coming year. This il 
was which reduced the mountaineers of \'a 
palouse, Nazarete, iSec. to such a state of 
n'isery, that whole villages deserted, the 
people escaiiing to the mountains, where 
they actually lived upon grass. 

Their despair may be imagined at the 
lime when news arrived in Syria that the 
Christians in Egypt were enrolled in the 
National Guard. 'I'he professors of that 
faith had always been exempted from mili- 
tary duly of a y kind. 'J'he enfire popula- 
tion of Syria instantly fled to Ihe mountains, 
and this enormous migration was cffei ted 
in a single day ; and there they remained 
until they learned that their fears were pre- 
mature . 

They gradually returned to their homes 
and tranquility was nearly restored, when 
the government published that most absurd 
and impolitic ordei, whi. h required the in- 
hahitanls to deliver up their arms, and to 
piy the impositions for seven years in ad 
vaiice. Stiipefictioii succeeded this act of 
madness. I he nionntaincer- long expect- 
ed to be driven to extremities; they frater- 
nized with the Druses, their sworn enemies 
in religion. Reserves 'weie posted in all 
the churches, and when the ligyplian gov- 
ernment threw oir the mask, the pr'esis, 
who had secretly prepared for revolt, spoke 
out and boldly. From Ihe evangelical pul- 
pit they summoned the people to rise. The 
same persons who had so invoked God’s 
curse on the Druses and the Motualis, call 
cd them their children, and prescribed to 
the Clirislians. in he name of the S.ivioui, 
to look upon them as h.-olliers. 

The explosion look pl-ice on the 29th of 
May. Under the pretext of pi igue which 
prevailed at Dam iscus, the governor of 
Beyriith had that same day ordered that a 
cordon sanilaire of 300 or 400 troops should 
surround the town, to stop communications 
with the exterior, but he wasoldiged to with- 
draw it to save the soldiers frotn being m is- 
sacred. 



lime the number of insurgents increased to 
nearly 2000. 

All the villages of Anti-Lchanon have 
revolted, the government posts are all inter- 
cepted, and the despatches read. The re- 
bels show the greatest respect for all that 
belongs to the Europeans; the English posts 
ol Damascus and Aleppo, which had a great 
deal of corn with them, have Ireeu convoyed 
hy Ihe insurgents, in order that nothing may 
be lost . What is remarkable in this is, that 
the poor people want bread, having lived 
some time on herbs.

8 cotia— deny tliat a river flowing into the 
Bay of Fundy is a river flowing into tlie Atlan 
tic — and insist that the small streams running 
into tlie St. Lawrence between tlie bTlh and 7-Jd 
degrees of West longitude, are not riveis witlilii 
the meaning of tlie treaty. According to them 
tile only "r vers” flowing into tlio .St. Lawrence 
arc the St. Francis and the Chaudierc — tho only 
rivers flowing into the .Atlantic are the .Andros- 
coggin, th ■ Kennebec, and the Peiiolisc-ot. 

The principal novelty in their statement of the 
case IS the adoption of a new phrase instead of 
the term “highhinds” employed m tho treaty —

tion, ” which they employ to designate tlie more 
Southern range of highlands, claimed by the 
British as tlie r.ingc intended in tho treaty, and 
which they lose no opportunity of flourishing a- 
bout our cars with an importance that olear.y 
inniiifests their conacionsnesa of tho advantage 
to be gamed by tho substitution.

THE LOW PRICES. 

Hey the testimony of « Whig journal on the 
question of the low prices of grain, wool and 
other agricultural products. We copy the foL 
lyving ren.arks from tliis morning’s Journal of 
Commerce. They lonn the leading article ia 
that paper; 

“Produce. — The last year was one of great 
abundance in agricultural products The crops 
of cotton and bread stufls were greater than 
ever before. Business has been extremely dull 

all the year, and yet our stores are exhausted. 

l lie wants of producers have caused them to 
carry their crops very generally to market, so 
that whethy wo l.elieve it or not, a much larg- 
er quantity of pr«*duce has been disposed of in 
the great markets tlian during any former year. 

1 ho cotton mills in Europe and here, it is said, 
have been st tndmg still, and yet, one wa}‘ or 
another, the quantity of cotton spun thi« \ ear 
exceeds that spun last year b> more than the 
whole crop a few years ago. The stocks of cot- 
ton in all the ports are now small, and as for 
flour und ail sorts of bread siutFs, there are al- 
most n<» stock at all- Our store houses are erap* 
ty and ready for the reception of the bounties 
with which Providence is again crowning our 
agricultural labors. All this must bring our af* 
luirs right. It has, in fact, in a great measure 
done po already. The overwhelming lossessua- 
lained in the tremendous fall of property during 
lh«! lust three y ars, cannot be repaired in the 
case of thousands of worthy men who have 
bcL-n broken down under them. But new busin- 
ess is now going well, and evidently getting bet- 
ter fr< m month to mouth. 'I'his improvement 
must continue to go on as fast as the best inter- 
e.8ts of the couutry allow; and wo expect to see 
a restoration of brisk activity at an earlier peri- 
led than generally supposed.’’

Sir — 1 have just read in Iho Banner of 
this day, an artirle addressed by Henry Clay, 
of Kentucky, to the public; Ihe object of 
whiqh is evidently to exculpate himself for 
the calumnious' assault ho made upon my 
character and that of Edwtrd Livingston, 
deceased, in his speech to the multitude on 
.Monday last. 

In the N ashville Whig of last 'I’liesday’s 
date, Uie p-aper selected for the publication 
of Mr. Clay’s speech on that occasion, he 
is re|)orled to have used the following lan- 
guage. — “He referred to the appointment 
“of /.ivingsfon as Secretary of State, at a 
“time when he was a defaulter, but said he 
“presumed Ihe President did not reflect suf- 
“ficienlly upon the tendency such an ap 
“pointment would have.” On the same 
day, several gentlemen of the Federal-Whig 
Party informed me that Mr. Clay had char- 
ged me with appointing defaiiltTs to office; 
and since my arrival at Nashville, a great 
number of my friends have stated that they 
heard Mr. Clay’s speech on the occasion al- 
luded fo, and that ho did declare that I had 
appointed Mr. Livingston Secretniy of State 
when he was a defaulter.

‘•of Edward Livingston, Esq., as Attorney 
“of the United States in the District of New 
‘•A'ork, dining the Administration of Mr. 
“JefTerson, to the amount of ,§100,000.” — 
And all this moral sin is now made lo result, 
not from the fact that Mr. Livingston was a 
defaulter when he was appointed to iheotfice 
of Secretary of St:ite, but that he had been 
some thirty years before. It would be easy 
to show from the life of Mr liivingslon, 
that the default here alluded to was one 
which did not prejudice Ins moral cliaracler, 
or lessen the high standing w hich lie enjoy 
ed at Ihe time, and has lince invariably 
sustained wherever he has been known 
Hut ii is not my purpose here to vindicate 
the memory of lliat eininciU patriot and 
statesman. Eevery one can see lliat, c.\ 
plained as Mr. Clay now places hi.-* refor- 
eiiee to that appointmciii, he fiils to conceal 
his real design, of leaving an impression on 
the public mind unfavorable to my charac 
ter, and by a resort to facts which when c.x 
amined are insufficient or imaginary. 

He cannot say in an article which bears 
his signature, that I ever appointed a defaul- 
ter or retained one in office knowing him to 
be one. Vet this was the impression which 
ho sought to make on the multitude that 
were assembled here with him on Monday 
last. That he did then predicate this charge 
on the appointment of Mr. Livingston, is 
proved by the testimony which 1 have ad- 
duced, but my exposure of the calumny will 
never reach, probably, those who heard its 
utterance. This was my complaint — not 
that Mr. Clay had not a right to argue (as 
he expresses it) from cause to cflect in the 
examination of my official conduct, but that 
he had no right lo pervert facts for the pur- 
pose of giving efl’ect losliuiders of Mr. Liv- 
ingston and myself. 

Taking the same latitude that Mr. Clay 
did in his speech, and in his answer to my 
card, or by tracing eflecls to their causes 
with an impartiality and justice which will 
slander neither the living .nor the dead, it 
would not be difficult to refer the public to 
a fur more appropriate source for the evils 
of which Air.- Clay complains, than Air. Liv- 
ingston’s appointment. This would be tho 
extravagant extent of the Bank paper sys 
tern, upheld as it has been by iho Federal 
party in their eftorts to make the Federal 
Government subservient to the schemes ol 
the stock-jobbers and money brokers of this 
country and Europe. But I do not feel 
called upon here lo vindicate tho measures 
of the administration on tliis subject, which 
have been sonong resisted by the party of 
which Mr. C lay is the head. 

Mr. Clay, when .successful in the in- 
trigues which made him Secretary of Sjate 
declared, “fiive us patronage and we will 
make ourselves popular." He has grasped 
twice at the Presidency. Tho people repu 
dialed the principles of the administration 
of which he was a prominent member. He 
has made an incessant war upon every 
measure of my administration, arid assailed 
Ihe character of every public man who has 
not liivored his ambitious prelensioiis. — 
Av.iiljiig himself of the corruptions of the 
B.iiik of the United States, and of the dis 
i.stcrs which have befallen the country in 
onsequciice of the paper money system, 
he now makes piteous appeals to the people, 
concealing the real causes of their pecunia

ENGLISH CORN LAWS & COTTON 
MANUFACrURES. 

Some interesting and imp. in mt facts re- 
lative to the operation ol ilie I'hig! sh Corn 
Laws and their elfect on the coiion niinu 
fiicluring interest of the King loin trecon- 
iniiicd in tho reported evidence of J. B. 
Smith, Esq Chairman of the (5h.iinber of 
(JoinniPi'ce of .Manchester, before a com- 
milteeofthc House ol Commons, July '27th, 
1840. AVe find them in the Loin on Cor* 
respimdente of the New York Times. 

The miinber ol pei sons and their fami- 
lies, directly or indirettly, receiving their 
support from the manufacture of Colton in 
Great Britain, is not less than ftco millions. 
Tlie quaniily manufactured in 1838 was 
342,01)0,000 I os. — of wliicli about one third 
was made into yarns and tiic residue into 
otton goods It was fiii'iiicr stated that the 
increase in the ■ oitoii trade with the world 
trom 1828 lo 1838 had been 25 per cent, in 
the export of manufactured goods, and 114 
per Cent, in yarns. The increase in tho 
export of twist over that of manufactures 
had arisen from the inability of parties on 
tlie Coiitiiieiit to take Brilisli goods, and at 
tlie same time to find employment for their 
people, ill consequence of England’s refus- 
ing to take theircorn and limber in exchange 
for her manufactures; but Ihat the twist 
furnished employment for their weavers, 
and that sucii was the rapid transfer now 
going on of British capital and skill lo the 
Continent, arising from their more profita- 
ble employment there, that unless a speedy 
amelioration in the Corn Law.s shoiitd take 
pla e, the whole tr.idc lo Russia and Ger- 
many would be cut oil'. We extract lh» 
following: 

“In the last ten years a positive decrcise in 
ennsumptinn of British inaiifaclurcs on the con- 
tin nt h.id taken phice, although tho population 
was greatly extended, u here..s the increase of 
exports lo all those countries wh .so products are 
permitted lo be imported at reasonable duties, ia 
very remarUabic.

MARY’S WELL AT NAZARETH. 

A quarter of a league distant, is a Wfll, 
culled iMarj-'s. It is now enclosed in the 
church of the schismatic Greeks, who have 
ere -ted an altar close to it. Tradition re- 
lates, that Mary was accustomed to go 
tliither for what water she wanted; and, to 
convince one’s self that this must have been 
the case, it is sufficient to consider, as 1 
have already remarked, that watei is very 
scarce, both at Nazareth, and in the envi- 
ron^. The road leading thither, bordered 
with Nopoles and fruit trees, form a charm- 
ing walk, which the prospect of t .e neigh- 
boring hills and the fields, covered with 
corn, renders still more picturesque. The 
water of this well, increased by tint of ano- 
ther spring, constantly oveifiows, and runs 
into a spacious reservoir, constructed a hun- 
dred paces further olT, and called Mary’s 
fountain: it is thither that most of the in- 
habitants go to fetch it. Unfortunately, it 
is not very abundant, and a week seldom 
passes but the eagerness of the throng oc- 
casions quarrels and broken pitoheis. I he 
pitchers are enormous earthen vessels, of 
disproportionate height. The women of 
Nazareth carry them on their heads; and, 
under this heavy load, sometimes having 
also a child in their arms, they walk with 
a lightness that is astonishing. Father 
Perpetuus was with mo, a few days : incc, at 
this fount.iin; he wished, out of devotion, to 
drink of its water, and asked a worn n for 
some, who readily gratified hitn. I drank 
in my turn, and 1 thought it right loexjness 
my thanks by otfering tills wouiin -i piece 
of money. She peremptorily refused it, 
and even appeared offended, t 'judge ff' 
the significant geslur s which she addressed 
toher nC'^hhor . I was more surprised, as 
was the first lime that I had met with a 
refusal .from an Aral.. At first I admired 
licr behaviour, and remarked its deheacy to 
the good f.thcr, not doubting that she .tad 
complained because 1 ■ ould think her cap 
blc ol' t iUlng piymonl for a dr.-mglit ot 
water. As. however, she eimliuued to 
crumhle, ami- al'er all. the politeness wi.h 
winch I had mule my oiler seemed to liir- 
nish a good e.xctis*, I deter.iihietl to ascei- 
tniii wlul it wis that caused her to talk in 
such an animated tone. We called an In 
terpreler and soon leirned that she imagin- 
eerl that I had offered her iny piece as the 
price of her pitcher, which she v ilued at a 
ere It deal more. When she w.is mlormed 
that my intention merely was to give Iff 
bakschisch, her anger was clianged into 
thanks . — Gen.vMn’s PiLORrM.xt.B. 

THE LA TE B tllHER OU rRAGE— 

U is s'uted in the Buffilo Commei ci.il .Vd- 
verliser, that Col. Bankhead, cinm anding 
at that post, has rec ived a con.municahoit 
from the Lieut, olonel of the «.Jd High- 
landers, at the Falls, enclosing a copy of the 
opinion o'- the Court of Inquiry ordered on 
account of the firing upon the Cincinnati 



and Cliesapciike by the colored soldiers at 
Waterloo. From the testimony submitted 
to the court, it appears that gross provoc.a- 
tion was olfered by those on each boat. — 
Tiie Britisli officer, however, admits that llie 
firing, notwitlistaiidiiig tlic provocation ho 
mentions, was entirely unjustifiable, and 
says the most rigorous measures will be 
adopted to discover and severely punish the 
offenders. At tho time the outrages were 
committed, flierc was no officer in command 
at Waterloo. Effectual precautionsagainst 
the repetition of like offences have been 
promptly taken. 

Desp.vtc7i. — An order for merchandise 
was sent from here to ♦ingland tti the fi si 
day m ^uly. The goods were bought in 
London, sent to Bristol by land, reached 
here, were sold, and the proceeds remitted 
hack by the Great Western, and will proba- 
bly be in London about Sept. 1st. So lliese 
three crossings of 'he .Atlantic, with the 
transaction of the business, and eleven days 
lost by delays in wailing for (he steamers to 
start, will all consume but two months. 

It is probable that letters sent from Liv- 
erpool by the Acadia,, wiH receive answers 
by llie Great Western in just about twenty 
five days. Money employed in the traffic 
between Europe and America, can now per- 
form about four times as many operations as 
it could two years ago. Of course the pro- 
fits on each operation will be proportionate- 
ly reduced. The rapidity of intercourse 
will have a powerful tendency to preserve 
steadiness in the markets. On the other 
liami, it will deprive our inanufacturers of a 
considerable part of the protection they en- 
joyed, from the great distance of their com- 
pi;titors. — N. Y. Jour. Com.

I lay di.sap- 
puinted his friends; his speech fell far below 
general expectation. It isudnii'tcd on all hands 
that the Convention ha- injured the >' higs; the 
Democratic party will re ip all the benefits of it. 
The Union says: — “We are satisfied that one 
more such Con vention at Nashville ivould add to 
the Democratic hosts of Tennessee five thousand 
aensible men. To this Convention wc looked 
for an avowal of Whig principles.

'J'ha source from which 
it emanates, with the rcficctiun that its author 
occupies nil exalted station for talents, at home 
and abroad, gives the extract a weight of char- 
acter that entitles iiTo every consideration.— 
The overissue of paper money, and tho olFecls 
produced by such an evil, are clearly demonstra- 
ted by him as ruinous to any country in a na- 
tional point of view, as producing cinbarrassinent 
among the mercantile and laboring classes. — 
Lord B. says: 

“It is monstrous, my Lord, that any man, or 
body of men, corporate, or otherwise, sh -uld 
have the power of making money cheap or dear, 
at will, of combining the olfice of regulator of 
national currency with that of bankers; that 
they should bo both the money makers and mo- 
ney dealers; that tn- y should have the privilege 
at any one period of inundating the country w>th 
an inimens. amount of [xipi-r currency, thereby 
stimulatjiig spcciilutioii as well as trade, raising 
prices, wages, and profits, and at another period 
draw-ing in llieirrags, screw-ing up all legitimate 
sources of credit, as well as capital, and thereby 
lowering prices and wages, and diminishing prof- 
its, producing a stagnation i f trade, ruining 
merchants and manufacturers by the hundred, 
and spreading misery and •vretchedness among 
thousands.” 

In these few words are sumnioU up the real 
causes, which, nine times out of ten. when they 
occur, produce low prices and general embarrass- 
ment, in this country as well as in Europe. — 
Globe.
